PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 


DEAR  ALUMNI  AND  FRIENDS  OF  WESTERN  NEW  ENGLAND  COLLEGE, 


E  HAVE  CAUSE  TO  CELEBRATE.  At  the  end 
of  June,  Transformations:  The  Campaign  for 
Western  New  England  College  came  to  a  fruitful 
conclusion  with  more  than  $23  million  raised. 


Earlier  that  month,  it  was  a  tremendous  joy  to  participate 
in  the  celebration  of  the  successful  completion  of  the  largest 
fundraising  initiative  ever  undertaken  by  the  College.  During 
the  festivities  I  was  reminded  of  our  Campaign  kickoff  which 
had  occurred  two  years  earlier.  At  that  point  we  had  raised 
more  than  $15  million,  and  we  had  a  Challenge  grant  from 
The  Kresge  Foundation;  if  we  raised  $19.2  million  by 
December  31,  2007,  we  would  receive  $800,000  from  the 
Foundation. 

Kresge.  when  awarding  such  a  prestigious  grant,  provided 
a  strong  endorsement  of  the  College's  excellence,  and  at  the 
same  time  challenged  us  to  take  the  institution  to  new- 
heights.  The  Kresge  Foundation's  challenge  grant  program  is 
designed  to  build  institutional  capacity  by  helping  organiza- 
tions broaden  and  deepen  their  base  of  support  from  the  pri- 
vate sector.  Indeed,  the  Challenge  did  galvanize  our  communi- 
ty— alumni,  employees,  and  friends.  We  rose  to  the  Challenge 
and  received  the  $800,000.  And  then  we  went  on  to  raise  an 


additional  $3  million.  It  was  encouraging  to  see  our  communis 
come  together  in  a  purposeful  way  to  ensure  that  the  College 
fulfill  its  potential  for  greatness. 

No  transformation  is  easy.  But  we,  the  College  community — 
alumni,  friends,  faculty,  and  staff — raised  $23  million  because 
we  stretched  ourselves  like  never  before.  We  achieved  this  feat 
because  we  were  determined  and  because  we  had  planned 
so  well:  the  strategic  planning  that  the  College  undertook  10 
years  ago  set  us  on  a  course  that  was  supported  by  this 
Campaign.  We  had  also  developed  a  Facilities  Master  Plan. 
The  College  is  now  in  the  midst  of  another  strategic  planning 
process,  including  another  Facilities  Master  Plan,  that  will 
guide  our  next  set  of  transformations. 

I  encourage  you  to  continue  to  be  a  part  of  our  bright  future 
by  staying  connected  to  the  College  and  by  visiting  the  campus. 
We  have  a  beautiful  new  wing  and  entrance  at  the  Law  Building 
which  was  the  final  capital  project  of  the  Campaign,  and  there 
is  going  to  be  even  more  construction  on  campus  in  the  coming 
years.  In  this  magazine  you  will  read  about  the  College's  plans 
to  open  a  School  of  Pharmacy.  We  will  introduce  a  Pre-pharma- 
cy  program  in  2009  and  start  a  professional  program  in  201 1. 
This  is  going  to  require  a  new  academic  building,  and  a  new 
residence  complex. 

Also,  as  many  of  you  know,  the  College  has  introduced  its 
first  doctoral  program:  the  Ph.D.  in  Behavior 
Analysis,  a  significant  expansion  of  the  College's 
psychology  program,  and  one  based  on  our  long- 
standing relationship  with  The  New  England 
Center  for  Children. 

We  are  an  institution  that  is  on  the  rise, 
and  it  is  alumni  who  help  make  the  College 
great.  Almost  70  percent  of  the  donors  to 
the  Campaign  were  alumni  of  the  College, 
including  the  College's  School  of  Law. 

Although  our  Campaign  is  over,  not  so  is  our  transforma- 
tion. The  sense  of  optimism  and  the  can-do  spirit  we  experi- 
enced throughout  the  Campaign  will  sustain  us  in  the  years 
to  come.  We  have  both  the  momentum  and  the  confidence 
to  confront  the  challenges  and  to  take  advantage  of  the  oppor 
tunities  that  will  come  along  the  way.  With  your  help,  we 
will  continue  to  reach  new  heights.  With  your  help,  we  will 
continue  to  grow  and  to  transform.

giving  thanks,"  said  College  President 
Anthony  S.  Caprio  at  the  festive  Campaign  celebration 
on  June  3.  "We  would  not  be  here  without  the  gen- 
erosity and  hard  work  of  the  people  in  this  room  and 
thousands  of  others." 

As  the  final  days  counted  down  on  Transformations: 
The  Campaign  for  Western  New  England  College,  College 
officials  informed  donors  that  more  than  $23  million 
had  been  raised  in  the  multivear  fundraising  effort. 

Food  and  jazz  music,  along  with  a  proud  sense  of 
accomplishment,  set  a  warm  mood  in  Rivers  Memorial 
Hall  as  the  College  saluted  donors  for  their  support  of 
the  Campaign,  the  largest  fundraising  initiative  ever 
undertaken  by  the  institution.  The  Campaign,  which  has 
produced  some  of  the  largest  individual  gifts  in  the 
Colleges  histon — and  secured  $800,000  from  The  Kresge 
Foundation  in  fulfillment  of  a  challenge  grant  issued  by 
the  Foundation— formally  concluded  on  June  30.

Transformations:  The  Campaign  for  Western  New 
England  College  was  launched  in  July  2003  with  the 
objectives  of  increasing  student  financial  aid,  enhanc- 
ing academic  quality  and  student  enrichment,  and  sup- 
porting the  College's  Annual  Fund. 

A  NATIONAL  DONOR  BASE  EXCEEDS 
THE  CAMPAIGN  GOAL 

The  Campaign  exceeded  its  $20  million  goal  by  more 
than  15  percent.  To  illustrate  the  point,  a  group  of  10 
students,  whose  blue  shirts  were  emblazoned  with 
gold  numbers  on  the  back,  took  to  the  stage  and 
turned  their  backs  to  the  audience.  As  the  music,  led 
by  College  Band  Instructor  Ted  Levine,  climbed  to  a 
saxophone-driven  crescendo,  the  students  scrambled 
around  and  then  assembled  in  the  right  order,  reveal- 
ing the  amount  raised  to  date:  $23,085,085. 

Campaign  donations  have  already  been  put  into 
action  in  the  form  of  the  addition  to  the  DAmour 
Library,  expanded  athletic  facilities:  renovations  to  the 
St.  Germain  Campus  Center;  and  the  new  entrance, 
new  wing,  and  renovation  of  the  Law  Building.  "Less 
obvious  are  the  79  new  scholarships  that  were  created 
by  donors  during  the  Campaign,  including  54  endowed 
and  25  annual  scholarships,"  said  Dr.  Caprio. 

The  Campaign  also  enabled  the  College  to  create  new 
courses,  and  a  collaborative  program  knowTi  as  the  Law 
and  Business  Center  for  Advancing  Entrepreneurship, 
and  purchase  equipment  for  laboratories  and  class- 
rooms. For  example,  in  September  the  College  wil  open 
a  Collaborative  Product  Realization  Laboratory  with 
new  high-end  computer  aided  design  (CAD)  equip- 
ment, thanks  to  a  $150,000  grant  from  The  George  I. 
Alden  Trust.  This  is  the  largest  project,  in  terms  of 
equipment  acquisition  and  facilities  renovation,  to 
occur  at  the  School  of  Engineering  since  Sleith  Hall 
was  built  in  1973. 
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Dr.  Caprio  pointed  out  that  two-thirds  of  the  total 
dollars  raised  during  the  Campaign  came  from  donors 
outside  the  greater  Springfield  region.  "I  think  this  is 
very  significant,  and  marks  a  change  in  the  breadth  of 
support  from  the  College,"  he  said.  "As  we  gain  national 
reputation  and  with  39,000  alumni  all  over  the  globe, 
Western  New  England  College  has  begun  to  tap  into 
a  national  donor  base  and  to  bring  philanthropic 
resources  into  Springfield  as  never  before." 

Almost  70  percent  of  the  donors  were  alumni  of  the 
College.  "In  this  Campaign,  our  alumni  made  them- 
selves be  heard,"  said  Dr.  Caprio. 

Trustees,  employees  of  the  College,  corporations,  and 
foundations  were  saluted  for  their  record-shattering 
donations.Trustee  giving  exceeded  $5.4  million,  almost 
one-quarter  of  the  Campaign  total.  Corporate  giving  of 
$5.1  million,  and  foundation  grants  accounted  for  $3.1 
million.  The  College's  faculty,  staff,  and  retirees,  con- 
tributed $715,000,  with  a  63  percent  participation  rate. 

THE  COLLEGE'S  CAN-DO  SPIRIT 

In  addition  to  listening  to  remarks  from  such 
Campaign  leaders  as  Campaign  Cochairs  and  College 
Trustees  Kevin  S.  Delbridge  '77  and  Donald  G. 


Campbell  '73/G79,  donors  viewed  a  video  about  the 
Campaign  and  one  featuring  the  cochairs.  "This 
Campaign  has  allowed  Western  New  England  College 
to  make  tremendous  strides,"  said  Delbridge.  "There  is 
more  financial  aid  available  for  families,  better  facilities 
for  learning  and  living,  and  a  stronger  academic  pro- 
gram for  students.  According  to  Campbell,  leading  the 
Campaign  has  been  an  enriching  experience  for  both 
cochairs.  "The  most  gratifying  element  of  all,"  he  said, 
"has  been  the  widespread  support  that  the  Campaign 
has  inspired.  Alumni,  Friends,  foundations,  and  corpo- 
rations have  all  played  a  part." 

Dr.  Caprio  said  that  when  he  reflects  on  the  accom- 
plishments of  the  Campaign,  "I  keep  coming  back  to  the 
sense  of  optimism  and  the  can-do  spirit  that  prevails  at 
Western  New  England  College.  We've  always  had  it,  but 
I  think  the  accomplishments  of  the  Campaign  have 


strengthened  this  aspect  of  our  institutional  personality. 
There  is  a  mindset,  I  think  that  just  about  anything  is 
possible  for  us.  We  have  both  the  momentum  and  confi- 
dence to  confront  the  challenges  and  opportunities  that 
lie  ahead  of  us.  Western  New  England  College  will  con- 
tinue to  move,  grow,  and  transform."

Y2K  Update 
programmer... Like  coopers 
millers,  and  blacksmiths 
before  them,  with  the  changing  tide  of  con 
sumer  behavior  and  the  ebb  and  flow  of 
trends  and  technology,  these  once  impor- 
tant jobs  are  fading  into  ancient  history. 

So  what  is  the  wave  of  the  future? 
What  career  boasts  both  staying  power 
and  growth  potential?  Surprisingly,  the 
answer  is  in  one  of  the  oldest  known  pro- 
fessions: pharmacy. 

Since  a  natural  remedy  soothed  the 
first  case  of  indigestion,  in  every  ancient 
culture  the  person  who  possessed  knowl- 
edge of  how  plants  and  roots  could  be 
used  to  treat  illness  was  one 
of  the  most  respected  mem- 
bers of  the  community.  As  civ 
ilizations  developed  around 
the  globe  from  the  Fertile 
Crescent  to  the  banks  of  the 
Yangtze,  the  art  and  science  of 
apothecary  has  evolved  alongside  them. 

Yet  today,  more  than  ever,  the  pharma- 
cist, the  person  we  still  consult  more  often 
than  our  physicians,  is  in  increasingly 
short  supply. 

In  fact,  research  by  an  industry  consor- 
tium called  the  Pharmacy  Manpower 
Project,  Inc.,  predicts  that  the  U.S.  faces 
a  shortfall  of  as  many  as  157,000  pharma- 
cists by  the  year  2020. 

From  the  aging  Baby  Boomer  popula- 
tion (and  their  children,  the  "Baby  Boom 
Echo"  generation,  to  follow)  to  the  explo- 
sion in  the  number  of  medications  pre- 
scribed each  year,  America  is  facing  a 
prescription  for  a  healthcare  disaster. 
Where  will  we  find  the  pharmacists  to 
fill  this  void? 

The  answer  is  at  your  own  alma  mater, 
through  the  new  School  of  Pharmacy  at 
Western  New  England  College. 

The  College's  fifth  school  will  begin 
accepting  students  to  its  Professional 
program  in  2011. 

This  would  allow  Pre-pharmacy  stu- 
dents to  matriculate  into  the  School  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  in  2009  for  the  two 
years  of  the  Pre-pharmacy  program. 
Qualified  Pre-pharmacy  students  will 


attend  the  Professional  program  for 
another  four  years,  graduating  with  a 
Doctor  of  Pharmacy  (Pharm.D.)  degree. 
While  some  of  the  professional  pharmacy 
students  will  come  directly  from  the 
School  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  others  will 
arrive  from  other  programs  based  upon 
their  qualifications.  As  one  part  of  the 
admissions  process,  all  applicants  will  be 
required  to  take  the  Pharmacy  College 
Admissions  Test  (PCAT). 

The  addition  of  a  fifth  school  dedicated 
to  pharmacy — coming  41  years  after  our 
last  school,  Arts  and  Sciences,  was  added 
in  1967 — marks  a  historic  juncture  for  the 
College,  one  that  will  build  and  expand 
upon  its  cultural  values  and  set  the  pace 
for  future  growth. 

College  President  Anthony  S.  Caprio, 
Provost  and  Vice  President  for 

Academic  Affairs  Jerry  Hirsch, 
Vice  President  for  Finance  and 
Administration  Dave  Kruger, 
Vice  President  for  Enrollment 
Management  Charlie  Pollock,  School 
of  Arts  and  Sciences  Dean  Saeed 
Ghahramani,  Chair  of  the  Department  of 
Physical  and  Biological  Sciences  Lorraine 
Sartori,  and  many  faculty  members  have 
spent  countless  hours  developing  the 
plans  to  turn  this  vision  into  a  reality. 

This  July,  Dr.  Evan  Robinson,  recently 
named  the  founding  dean  of  the  School  of 
Pharmacy,  will  join  them  in  that  effort. 
Robinson,  a  native  of  Framingham,  MA, 
has  most  recently  served  as  the  assistant 
dean  for  academic  affairs  at  the  University 
of  Charleston  School  of  Pharmacy. 
Previously  he  has  taught  at  the 


Shenandoah  University  School  of 
Pharmacy  where  he  also  served  as  direc- 
tor of  the  School's  Division  of  Technology 
in  Education. 

"The  hiring  of  a  founding  dean  marks 
an  important  milestone  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  School  of  Pharmacy"  says 
President  Caprio,  "Western  New  England 
College  has  a  long  history  of  providing 
outstanding  professional  education  in 
a  wide  range  of  fields.  The  addit  ion  of  a 
School  of  Pharmacy  will  enhance  the  edu- 
cational opportunities  available  to  our 
students,  contribute  to  the  local  economy, 
and  provide  the  College  with  a  means  to 
address  the  current  and  projected  national 
shortage  of  pharmacists." 

Dr.  Robinson  agrees  that  Western  New 
England  College  offers  the  right  place  at 
the  right  time  to  launch  this  exciting 
endeavor. 

"The  College's  reputation  and  the  pro- 
fessional graduate  programs  it  already  has 
in  place  make  pharmacy  a  natural  fit  for 
what  Western  New  England  College  is  try- 
ing to  achieve,"  he  says.  "I  hope  the  School 
of  Pharmacy  will  evolve  to  be  a  contribut- 
ing part  of  what  Western  New  England 
College  is  known  for  right  now:  quality. 

"President  Caprio  has  done  an  excel- 
lent job  of  creating  a  process  that's  trans- 
parent. He  has  a  very  open  leadership  style 
and  I'm  appreciative  of  it.  That's  some- 
thing that  impressed  me  quite  a  bit  and 
I'm  looking  forward  to  working  with  him 
and  the  rest  of  the  administration  on  this 
new  endeavor." 

A  Ready-made  Market:  A  Growing 
Pharmacy  Applicant  Pool 

Word  is  spreading  of  the  potential  for 
pharmacy  careers,  and  the  administration 
believes  there  is  plenty  of  room  in  the 
pharmacy  educational  landscape  for 
Western  New  England  College  to  fill  the 
educational  gap. 

According  to  Robinson,  "The  profes- 
sion of  pharmacy  is  at  a  crucial  point  in  its 
evolution  and  there's  a  good  applicant 
pool  out  there,  demonstrating  a  lot  of 
interest  in  the  profession. 

"Our  School  offers  an  opportunity  to 
meet  a  demand  and  a  need.  Pharmacists 
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What  the  Professionals  Are  Saying 


"As  an  alum  familiar  with  the  culture  at  Western 
New  England  College  that  has  developed  over 
the  years,  I  think  the  School  of  Pharmacy  is 
going  to  be  a  tremendous  fit.  It's  going  to  com- 
plement the  offerings  that  the  College  is  making 
to  the  western  Massachusetts  market  and  to 
Massachusetts  generally.  Professional  schools 
like  the  School  of  Pharmacy  and  the  School  of 
Law  enhance  the  intellectual  and  academic 
atmosphere,  which  I  liken  to  a  university  setting. 

"At  any  given  time,  there  are  anywhere  between 
6,000-8,000  pharmacy  positions  in  the  country 
which  go  unfilled,  and  that's  likely  to  continue 
because  of  the  tremendous  expansion  of  the  use 
of  pharmaceuticals  and  pharmacy  practice  in  the 
United  States  as  the  Baby  Boom  generation 
grows  older  and  uses  more  and  more  pharmacy 
products  for  managing  chronic  conditions.  That 
shortage  continues  to  be  driven  by  a  need  for 
pharmacists  not  only  in  retail,  but  also  in  hospi- 
tals and  in  research  settings.  The  primary  inter- 
face for  most  patients  is  with  their  pharmacist. 
Filling  that  continuing  gap  will  provide  Western 
New  England  College  with  an  opportunity  to 
service  the  community  in  that  respect,  adding  a 
valuable  resource  and  asset  to  the  College — as 
well  as  a  general  benefit  financially — because 
there  won't  be  problems  filling  the  slots."

help  people  feel  better.  To  me,  there's 
something  special  about  having  a  program 
where  you  can  say  'here's  how  we  con- 
tribute to  society.' 

"As  pharmacists,  we  are  part  of 
that  healthcare  team  where  we  all  work 
together  to  help  patients  feel  better,  but 
we're  also  extraordinarily  accessible. 
Think  of  the  number  of  times  when  a 
pharmacist  interacts  with  the  patient 
where  a  prescription  isn't  even  involved, 
but  they  provide  advice  and  education. 
That  is  what  I  hope  our  students  would 
get  excited  and  passionate  about— build- 
ing that  rapport  and  trust  relationship 
with  their  patients.  That's  key  to  the

education,  and  wanting  to  work  with  his 
or  her  pharmacist  on  how  to  feel  better." 

The  College  administration  will  be  look- 
ing for  that  same  level  of  compassion  and 
commitment  in  the  Pharmacy  faculty.  The 
School  will  be  divided  into  two  depart- 
ments: Pharmacy  Practice  and  Pharmacy 
Sciences  and  will  hire  a  faculty  of  about  30 
professors  plus  support  staff.  Assembling 
that  team  will  be  priority  number  one  when 
Robinson  takes  on  the  deanship  this  July. 

He  says,  "The  commitments  of  Western 
New  England  College  to  excellence,  per- 
sonal involvement  and  concern,  diversity, 
civic  involvement,  and  its  defining  charac- 
teristics as  stated  in  its  Strategic  Plan  are 
the  things  that  drew  me  to  the  College. 


"In  nearly  that  same  period  of  time — since 
1919 — Western  New  England  College  has 
grown  from  a  small  local  college  into  one 
of  the  premier  learning  institutions  in  New 
England.  The  School  of  Pharmacy  is  a  natural 
extension  of  this  growth  process,  giving  the 
College  a  great  opportunity  to  provide  quality 
pharmacy  education  to  aspiring  pharmacists. 

"With  Walgreens'  strong  presence  in  the 
Springfield  area,  we  look  forward  to  develop- 
ing future  pharmacy  leaders  for  the  21st  centu- 
ry.

The  New  School  of  Pharmacy 

Western  New  England  College  will  introduce 
a  Pre-pharmacy  program  in  2009  with  the 
Professional  Pharmacy  program  starting 
in  201 1 .  The  six-year  program  (two  years  of 
Pre-pharmacy  study  at  the  School  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  and  four  years  in  the  Professional 
program  at  the  new  School  of  Pharmacy) 
will  give  students  both  a  strong  pre-pharmacy 
base  in  math  and  science  as  well  as  prepare 
them  for  careers  in  pharmacy  with 
a  doctoral  degree  (Pharm.D.).

The  key  will  be  finding  people  who  fit  how 
the  College  looks  at  teaching,  learning, 
assessment,  and  technology  and  then 
molding  the  direction  of  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  to  those  things." 

Describing  the  four-year  program, 
Robinson  said,  "It  starts  out  more  didac- 
tic than  experiential,  i.e.  more  classroom 
based  than  with  an  experiential  field 
base.  There  are  early  practice  experiences 
that  we  will  have  in  the  first  three  years  of 
the  Professional  program.  The  fourth  year 
will  be  spent  extensively,  if  not  entirely, 
experientially  in  a  period  of  applied  set- 
tings with  preceptors  who  are,  in  essence, 
adjunct  faculty." 

Like  other  disciplines  at  the  College 
such  as  law  and  business,  accreditation 
will  be  an  important  benchmark  of  quality. 
Pharmacy  will  seek  accreditation  by  the 
Accreditation  Council  for  Pharmacy 
Education  (ACPE). 

Says  Robinson,  "Because  of  AACSB 
International  and  ABA  accreditation  and 
professional  programs  like  the  new  Ph.D. 
in  Behavior  Analysis,  the  Western  New 
England  College  community  understands 
what  graduate  education  is  about  and  the 
culture  is  very  thoughtful  and  understand- 
ing of  the  process  that  is  coming. 


"ACPE  accreditation  involves  three 
steps:  pre-candidate,  candidate,  and  full. 
Pre-candidate  status  entitles  you  to  enroll 
students.  'Candidate'  occurs  while  the  first 
and  second  classes  are  enrolled.  Candidate 
entitles  the  students  to  be  able  to  sit  for 
the  national  licensing 
exam  so  that's  crucial. 
Full  accreditation  will 
only  occur  after  we've 
graduated  our  first 
class.  It  is  a  challeng- 
ing but  fair  process 
and  I  am  looking  for- 
ward to  working  with 
the  Council." 

As  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  seeks  to 

develop  its  niche  in  pharmacy  education, 
Dr.  Robinson  looks  forward  to  exploring 
cross-disciplinary  learning  opportunities 
that  have  come  to  distinguish  Western 
New  England  College.  Such  opportunities 
could  take  the  form  of  research  with  bio- 
medical engineering  students  into  the  use 
of  robotic  dispensing  systems  or  entrepre- 
neurship  training  for  future  pharmacists. 

He  and  his  future  executive  committee 
will  also  be  developing  relationships 


with  other  schools  of  pharmacy  in  New 
England  and  with  local  partners — hospi- 
tals, nursing  homes,  and  retail  pharmacy 
settings  where  our  students  will  be  doing 
clinical  rotations.  Says  Robinson,  "To  that 
end  I  would  like  to  have  meetings  with 
area  pharmacists  and 
members  of  the  local  com- 
munity so  that  when  we 
arrive  at  the  point  to  say 
'what's  the  niche  we  want 
to  fill?'  it's  based  upon 
what  we've  heard  through- 
out the  needs  assessment 
process." 

Dr.  Robinson  welcomes 
the  challenge  of  helping  to 
shape  a  new  school  from 
the  ground  up.  Having  joined  his  former 
institution  with  its  founding  dean,  he 
feels  his  leadership  style  will  be  up  to  the 
opportunity. 

"There  are  going  to  be  a  lot  of  folks 
contributing  and  building  this  successful 
program.  It  clearly  won't  just  be  me.  I'm 
a  firm  believer  that  the  best  thing  a  leader 
can  do  is  to  find  the  right  people  with  the 
right  motivations,  excitement,  and  enthu- 
siasm, give  them  the  right  resources,  and 
wisely  get  out  of  their  way."

In  Memoriam:  Donald  J.  Dunn 

The  Western  New  England  College  community  lost  a  dear  friend  and  colleague  with  the  passing 
of  former  School  of  Law  Dean  Donald  J.  Dunn  in  January.  College  President  Anthony  S.  Caprio 
called  Dunn  a  "remarkable  asset  to  the  entire  College,"  saying  "his  kindness,  decency, 
integrity,  and  gentle  humor  will  long  be  remembered." 

A  nationally-recognized  law  librarian,  Dunn  spent  three  decades  at  the  School  of  Law,  starting  in 
1973  when  he  was  hired  as  law  librarian.  While  working  in  the  Law  Library,  he  earned  his  J.D.  from 
the  School  in  1983,  and  was  named  interim  dean  in  1996.  Two  years  later  he  was  named  dean  on 
a  permanent  basis,  making  him  one  of  only  two  law  librarians  in  U.S.  history  to  also  serve  as  a  law 
school  dean.  He  spent  his  final  years  as  dean  of  the  University  of  La  Verne  College  of  Law  in  California. 

The  campus  community  celebrated  Dunn's  life  and  legacy  during  a  memorial  in  April  at  the

REMEMBERING  BACK  to  his 
days  as  a  fraternity  brother 
in  Phi  Tau  Kappa,  Dave  says, 
"In  my  wildest  dreams  I  never 
thought  Id  be  where  I  am  today." 

Not  everyone  can  gaze  out  their  office 
window  and  see  how  their  career  has 
changed  a  landscape  and  influenced  the 
lives  of  thousands  of  people.  But  from 
that  vantage  point  in  Deliso  Hall,  Dave 
can  see  daily  reminders  of  the  fruits  of 
his  labor  in  the  thriving  campus  that  he 
has  helped  shape  in  his  35  years  of 
employment  at  the  College. 

"Dave  has  more  than  worked  at  the 
College  for  the  past  35  years.  He  has  been 
a  leader,  a  developer,  and  a  planner;  he  is 
an  entrepreneur  and  a  financial  whiz.  It 
has  been  my  good  fortune  to  have  such  a 
dedicated  and  loyal  man  as  vice  president 
for  finance.  Dave  Kruger  has  been  a  major 
force  in  making  the  College  what  it  is 
today.  As  an  alumnus  of  the  College  and 
after  35  years  of  daily,  devoted  service  to 
Western  New  England,  Dave  is  irrevocably 
linked  to  us,  and  we,  gratefully,  to  him," 
says  College  President  Anthony  S.  Caprio. 

During  his  vice  presidency,  the  budget 
of  the  College  doubled  to  $81  million  and 
always  ran  in  the  black.  A  budget  adviso- 
ry committee  was  formed  and  provided 
transparency  before  the  concept  was 
popularized. 

Dave's  often  behind-the-scenes  work 
has  been  instrumental,  from  steering  the 
financial  operations  of  the  College  to 
building  the  endowment  to  launching  new 
ventures  like  the  School  of  Pharmacy  and 
overseeing  major  construction  projects. 


The  LaRiviere  Center,  Evergreen 
Village,  Commonwealth  Hall,  the  Campus 
Center  renovation,  the  Kevin  S.  Delbridge 
Welcome  Center,  the  DAmour  Library 
and  Law  Building  additions,  Golden  Bear 
Stadium,  and  the  Trelease  Memorial 
Baseball  Park  all  happened  under  Dave's 
watch  while  the  endowment  has  grown 
from  $31  to  $48  million. 

"If  I  had  to  characterize  my  style," 
says,  Dave,  "it's  more  of  a  'pusher'  style. 
I  don't  have  a  problem  being  in  the  back- 
ground, pushing  from  the  rear,  because 
I'm  more  interested  in  seeing  something 
happen  than  taking  the  credit  for  making 
it  happen." 

Dave  arrived  at  the  College  after  earning 
his  associate's  degree  from  Greenfield 
Community  College.  In  his  first  year  living 
on  campus  in  South  Hall  now  known  as 
Hampden  Hall,  Dave  never  imagined  that 
it  would  one  day  be  his  job  to  plan  where 
thousands  of  students  would  study  and  live. 

After  receiving  his  accounting  degree 
in  1968,  Dave  returned  to  Western  New 
England  College  in  1970  to  earn  his  MBA. 
He  had  already  made  a  great  impression  on 
faculty  and  administrators  including  then 
Accounting  Chair  Dr.  Louis  Raverta  and 
Controller  Fran  Johnson.  In  1973,  he  was 
hired  by  our  second  president,  Beaumont 
Herman,  as  the  College's  first  full-time 
director  of  financial  aid. 

When  Johnson  retired,  Dave  became 
controller  and  quickly  moved  the  College 
into  the  computer  age  by  replacing  manu- 
al accounting  ledgers  with  computerized 
systems. 

Investment  was  equally  as  unsophisti- 


cated in  those  days.  Recalls  Dave,  "Cash 
management  used  to  mean  going  down  to 
the  safe  deposit  box  at  the  First  National 
Bank  to  clip  coupons  and  then  running 
around  with  passbooks  to  all  of  the  local 
banks  to  have  the  interest  updated.  Today, 
we  have  a  very  involved  Board  of  Trustees 
and  Investment  Committee,  which  super- 
vise 11  professional  managers  who  man- 
age the  endowment." 

Dave  has  worked  closely  with  our 
Trustees  since  he  was  named  VP  in  1998, 
particularly  those  serving  the  Finance 
Committee  and  Investment  Committee. 
He  credits  their  vision  with  helping  to 
build  the  endowment.  "They  have  a  lot  of 
expertise.  Those  folks  are  just  outstand- 
ing," asserts  Dave. 

He  also  appreciates  the  leadership  of 
President  Caprio  and  his  implementation 
of  a  Strategic  Plan  and  Facilities  Master 
Plan  to  help  Dave  manage  a  decade  of 
explosive  change  and  growth  on  the  cam- 
pus. "He  had  the  insight  to  understand  all 
of  the  dynamics  and  interrelationships 
between  faculty,  alumni,  and  trustees  and 
where  their  passions  are.  That  vision  has 
allowed  those  passions  to  build  the  institu- 
tion and  make  it  that  much  stronger." 

While  he  will  be  retiring  as  vice  presi- 
dent, Dave  will  continue  to  have  a  role  in 
the  campus  growth,  most  notably  assist- 
ing in  the  development  of  the  new  School 
of  Pharmacy.  He  says,  "I  did  a  lot  of  the  up 
front  work  on  the  School  and  basically  Dr. 
Caprio,  Dr.  Hirsch,  and  myself  did  all  the 
exploration  on  that  program.  Seeing  the 
School  of  Pharmacy  develop  will  be,  what 
I  consider,  the  pinnacle  of  my  work  here." 


Stayed  to  Transform  a  Campus

As  college  students  around  the  country  headed  south  to  the  warm 
beaches  of  Mexico  and  the  sunny  skies  of  Florida,  a  group  of 
Western  New  England  College  students  joined  a  growing  number 
of  young  people  who  are  committing  their  time  away  from  classes 
to  community  service  and  social  justice  by  participating  in  the 
Alternative  Spring  Break  (ASB)  program. 

Now  in  its  eighth  year  at  the  College,  Alternative  Spring  Break  allows 
students  to  engage  in  meaningful  direct  service  and  learn  more  about 
a  social  justice  issue.  According  to  Rose  Gage, 
service  coordinator  and  advisor  of  the  ASB  pro- 
gram, "ASB  gives  students  the  opportunity  to 
explore  and  think  about  real  world  issues,  chal- 
lenge their  stereotypes,  go  beyond  their  comfort 
zones,  and  experience  the  value  of  giving  back 
to  different  communities." 


This  year,  two  groups  of  nine  students  and  one 
staff  advisor  each  served  during  the  week  of 
March  17-22.  One  team  worked  with  issues  of 
refugee  resettlement  in  Atlanta,  while  the 
other  team  served  inner-city  youth  in  Chicago.

The  team  traveling  to  Atlanta  worked  with  the 
International  Rescue  Committee,  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  estab- 
lished organizations  addressing  refugee  issues,  to  help  with  the 
resettlement  process  for  individuals  and  families  coming  into  the 
United  States  from  warring  and  conflict  affected  areas  like  Burma 
in  southeast  Asia  and  Burundi  in  central  Africa. 

"Going  to  Atlanta  gave  all  of  us  the  opportunity  to  experience  and 
learn  about  different  cultures  and  make  a  difference,"  says  sophomore 
Shannon  Bailey.  "I  really  like  helping  others  and  this  was  an  awesome 
way  to  give  back  and  also  learn  a  lot  about  myself." 

Students  assisted  in  English  as  a  Second  Language  classes,  worked  with 
new  mothers  and  babies  in  life  skills  lessons,  organized  and  operated 
a  thrift  store  for  newly  arrived  refugees,  and  helped  in  an  after-school 
program  for  high  school  students  coming  from  refugee  families. 

"The  refugees  showed  us  the  true  meaning  of  strength,"  says  Kevin 
Stevenson  '08.  "I  will  forever  admire  these  people  for  all  that  they 
have  to  offer  us  and  I  can  only  hope  the  short  time  we  spent  with 
them  made  their  transition  into  their  new  life  a  little  less  difficult." 

Those  working  in  Chicago  helped  a  local  organization  called 
Alternatives,  Inc.,  which  serves  inner-city  youth  by  providing  after- 
school  programs  and  other  support  services  for  disadvantaged 
young  people  and  their  families.  Students  helped  with  administrative 
support,  painting  projects,  and  worked  with  the  young  people  in  the 
after-school  program. 

"It  was  great  to  be  able  to  work  with  the  young  people  and  see  the 
impact  we  had  in  their  lives  even  in  such  a  short  amount  of  time," 
says  Tara  Monzo  '08,  Team  Leader  for  the  Chicago  trip,  "There  is 
nothing  like  the  feeling  of  knowing  you're  making  a  difference  in 
someone's  life."

Classroom:  Chi 

What's  the  best  way  for  business  midents  to  learn 
about  the  world's  newest  economic  superpower? 
A  visit  to  Beijing  and  Shanghai,  of  course.

Dane  Martin  was  beyond  exhausted.  It  was 
his  last  day  in  China,  and  after  observing  the 
manufacturing  process  at  the  Shanghai  Silk 
Company,  he  was  staring  longingly  at  the  soft, 
luxurious  bedding  in  a  silk  goods  store,  strug- 
gling to  keep  his  drooping  eyelids  open.  "I 
was  tempted  to  take  a  quick  nap  right  there," 
recalls  the  School  of  Business  senior  in  a  blog 
that  can  be  read  on  the  College's  Alumni 
website  (www.wnec.edu/alumni). 

Martin  and  his  classmates  had  reason  to  be 
tired  on  December  23.  They  had  covered  a  lot 
of  ground  in  eight  days,  which  started  with 
a  14-hour  plane  flight  and  four  days  later 
required  an  all-night  train  ride  from  Beijing 
to  Shanghai.  And  now  they  faced  another 
marathon  flight  home.  But  the  fatigue  was 
well  worth  it  for  1 1  School  of  Business  stu- 
dents, who  joined  seven  students  from  the 
University  of  Evansville  (IN)  in  an  extraordi- 
nary study/travel  adventure. 

The  International  Practicum  experience, 
taught  by  Dr.  Jeanie  Forray,  director  of 
International  Business  Programs  and  chair  of 
the  Department  of  Management,  introduced 
the  students  to  companies,  museums,  and 
institutional  landmarks,  and  provided  them 
with  opportunities  to  talk  to  government  and 
trade  representatives  and  local  business  peo- 
ple. The  mission  was  to  explore  the  context  in 
which  business  is  done  in  this  rapidly  develop- 
ing economic  superpower. 

Dane  Martin  '08  kept  a 
blog  about  the  trip  on  the 
alumni  website. 


"This  trip  has  proven  to  be  an  experience  of  a 
lifetime,  and  has  been  very  successful  in  both 
expanding  my  understanding  of  a  different 
culture  and  increasing  my  knowledge  about 
how  business  is  conducted  in  other  coun- 
tries," says  Martin,  who  had  never  left  the 
continent  until  this  trip. 

The  voyage  was  chaperoned  by  Forray;  Bill 
Bosworth,  professor  of  finance;  and  Pete 
Sherman,  an  assistant  professor  of  manage- 
ment at  the  University  of  Evansville.  Prior  to  the 
trip,  Bosworth  taught  a  pretravel  eight-week 
seminar  that  provided  a  cultural  and  economic 
context  for  the  practicum.  Both  Forray  and 
Bosworth  opened  Manhattan  online  classrooms 
to  prepare  the  students  for  the  excursion,  and 
the  students  and  faculty  discussed  the  upcoming 
journey  via  three  online  teleconferences. 

"The  world  is  watching  as  China  seeks  to 
sustain  itself  in  a  tremendously  important  peri- 
od of  growth  that  will  undoubtedly  have  far- 
reaching  global  impact.  What  better  way  to 
understand  what's  taking  place  now  in  China 
than  to  travel  to  the  region  itself?"  blogged 


Martin  before  departing.  "I  can't  wait,  and 
I  invite  you  to  join  me  along  the  way." 

Readers  who  followed  Martin  online  were 
treated  to  a  descriptive  account  of  the  sights, 
sounds,  and  tastes  of  China.  In  Beijing  there 
was  the  chaos  of  traffic  ("Our  bus  driver  is  par- 
ticularly skilled  at  cutting  things  close."),  the 
wild  bargaining  experiences  at  the  city's  Pearl 
Market  (not  to  mention  watching  clandestine 
bargaining  with  illegal  vendors  in  Tiananmen 
Square),  the  frustrations  of  blogging  (and  the 
difficulty  of  uploading  photos)  from  a  smoke- 
filled  Internet  cafe,  and  the  majesty  of  the 
Great  Wall.  Then  they  were  off  to  Shanghai. 

The  students,  who  visited  such  companies  as 
Dezan  Shira  and  Associates,  a  consulting  firm  for 
foreign  investors,  gained  a  firsthand  perspective 
on  how  the  country  is  developing  economically. 
"Dezan  Shira  and  Associates  provided  an  impor- 
tant context  for  understanding  the  Chinese  legal 
and  investment  environment,  which  is  so  differ- 
ent from  our  own  in  the  U.S.,"  says  Forray.  A  pre- 
senter from  Kuehne  &  Nagel,  a  multinational 
logistics  and  shipping  firm,  "described  the  vast 
array  of  challenges  for  moving  products  both 
into  and  out  of  China,"  she  says. 

The  students  earned  credits  for  Learning 
Beyond  the  Classroom,  a  College-wide  pro- 
gram that  helps  undergraduates  link  theoreti- 
cal learning  with  real-world  opportunities. 

"It  was  truly  learning  that  couldn't  be 
replicated  in  a  classroom,"  says  Forray.

Chris  moved  from  Jamaica  to  Hartford  and  later  to 
Springfield  after  high  school  in  the  mid-1990s  and  origi- 
nally planned  on  studying  electrical  engineering  at 
Northeastern  University.  His  aunt  persuaded  him  to  apply 
to  Western  New  England  College,  noting  the  strength  of 
its  Engineering  program.  Chris  applied,  was  accepted,  and 
a  few  weeks  later  received  a  phone  call.  It  was  Yvonne 
Bogle,  director  of  Diversity  Programs  and  Services.  She 
had  seen  his  application  and  was  amazed  to  realize  she 
had  attended  school  with  Chris'  father  in  Jamaica. 

"She  said  to  stop  by  and  see  her,"  Chris  recalls.  "There 
aren't  many  things  that  have  impacted  my  career  trajec- 
tory like  that  call." 

At  the  time,  Chris  was  in  a  tough  spot  financially 
and  was  unaware  of  how  to  access  financial  aid  and 
other  resources.  Yvonne,  he  says,  provided  much  need- 
ed guidance  as  he  navigated  unfamiliar  territory. 

"She  would  show  me  how  to  access  the  things  I  need- 
ed, who  to  go  to,  and  where  to  go.  She's  someone  who 
gives  very  frank  and  useful  feedback,  and  has  a  very  gen- 
uine, caring  spirit,"  Chris  says.  "She  helps  get  you  to 
places  you  wouldn't  necessarily  think  you  could  go.  The 
word  "empowering"  is  often  such  a  hollow  cliche  that 
is  used  to  describe  people,  but  in  this  instance  I'd  have 
to  say  in  earnest  that  she  actually  did  empower  me,"  says 
Chris.  "I  was  in  my  formative  college  years,  was  very 
impressionable,  and  she  was  extremely  helpful." 

Yvonne,  he  says,  helped  him  learn  that  it  was  okay 
to  ask  for  help.  Chris  remembers  finding  the  courage  to 
ask  a  professor  to  borrow  a  textbook  for  the  semester, 
since  he  lacked  money  to  pay  for  one.  For  a  while,  he 
worked  overnight  at  Stop  &  Shop  several  nights  a  week 
to  offset  some  of  his  expenses  and  save  money  for  a  car. 
He  also  delivered  pizzas.  Later,  he  moved  on  campus 
and  life  became  a  little  more  manageable,  but  he  con- 
tinued to  juggle  school  and  work,  doing  whatever  he 
could  to  get  by. 

At  the  same  time,  Chris  also  became  involved  in 
U&ME  (United  and  Mutually  Equal),  a  student  multi- 
cultural group  advised  by  Yvonne  that  hosts  events  for 
the  campus  and  local  community.  As  a  sophomore, 
Chris  was  named  president  of  the  group  and  got  his 
"first  taste  of  real  leadership,"  he  says.  "That  was  proba- 
bly the  first  time  I've  ever  had  to  manage  so  many  per- 
sonalities."

What  he  realized  in  retrospect,  Chris  says,  was  that 
his  challenging  undergrad  years  at  the  College  would 
leave  him  well-equipped  for  a  future  career  change.  After 
graduating,  Chris  worked  for  a  tech  company  in  the 
Boston  area  before  losing  his  job  when  the  tech  bubble 
burst.  With  the  lost  job  came  an  epiphany — Chris  real- 
ized he  wasn't  as  truly  passionate  about  electrical  engi- 
neering as  he'd  once  thought,  and  that  he  wanted  to  pur- 
sue a  law  degree  instead.  He  received  a  full  scholarship 
to  Wake  Forest  University  School  of  Law,  which  he  cred- 
its in  part  to  the  glowing  recommendations  he  received 
from  his  former  professors  at  the  College. 

"I  truly  believe  the  range  of  experiences  I  had  at 
Western  New  England  helped  me  survive  law  school," 
Chris  says.  "I  was  able  to  stay  focused  and  balanced 
while  surrounded  by  many  Type  A  personalities.  It 
helped  me  to  deal  with  people.  In  law  school,  people 
can  get  really  maniacal  at  times. 

"I  also  felt  super-equipped  to  work,  being  in  a  small- 
school  setting  where  you  get  to  try  your  hand  at  every- 
thing. I  was  amazed  at  how  many  people  came  to  law 
school  from  prestigious  schools  and  could  not  do  a 
PowerPoint  presentation  or  get  up  and  speak  in  front 
of  a  group.  The  College  was  a  good  proving  ground 
to  hone  my  skills,  make  mistakes,  and  learn  from  them," 
he  says. 

Today  at  the  international  law  firm  of  McDermott 
Will  &  Emery  LLP,  Chris  practices  corporate  law  in  the 
areas  of  mergers  and  acquisitions,  securities  offerings, 
and  transactional  global  financing.  This  month,  Chris 
will  begin  serving  a  two-year  term  as  the  Alumni  Trustee 
on  the  Western  New  England  College  Board  of  Trustees. 
He  remains  in  touch  with  some  of  the  friends  he  met  in 
U&ME  a  decade  ago  and  plans  on  returning  for  U&MEs 
second  annual  Homecoming  Dinner  Dance. 

"Last  year  was  the  first  time  I'd  been  back  to  the 
College  in  a  while,"  Chris  reflects.  "You  don't  realize  how 
the  school  has  grown  until  you  go  back... new  buildings, 
new  dorms,  new  faculty.  It  makes  me  feel  proud  to  think 
I'm  actually  a  part  of  this  living  organism  that's  func- 
tioning and  growing. 

"The  more  you  move  on  and  learn  and  experience," 
he  says,  "the  more  you  can  appreciate  the  little  things 
that  have  gone  into  helping  you  get  to  where  you  are."

Gerard  L.  Pellegrini  L'57 


I  N  AND  OUT  OF  THE  COURTROOM,  the  drive  and  deter- 
I  mination  of  Gerard  L.  Pellegrini  L'57  has  become  the  stuff 
I  of  legend.  When  the  84-year-old  was  practicing  law,  oppos- 
I  ing  attorneys  had  to  contend  with  one  of  the  best  trial 
I  lawyers  in  western  Massachusetts.  Turn  back  the  clock 
even  further,  to  his  football  davs  at  Syracuse  University,  when 
Pellegrini  was  called  the  Iron  Man:  the  linebacker  earned  his 
nickname  not  just  because  he  played  both  offense  and  defense 
every  minute  of  every  game.  He  could  also  hit.  Hard. 

Perhaps  it's  only  fitting  that  a  man  with  such  a  competitive 
nature  would  help  Western  Xew  England  College  gain  even  more 
of  a  competitive  edge  in  the  academic  world  with  two  significant 
gifts  during  the  home  stretch  of  the  first  comprehensive  cam- 
paign in  the  College's  history.  Pellegrini's  contributions  named 
the  J.  Gerard  Pellegrini.  Esq.  Moot  Court  Room  at  the  School  of 
Law  and  established  The  Pellegrini  Family  Endowed  Scholarship. 
"I  want  to  further  strengthen  the  College's  ability  to  recruit  top 
students  and  faculty."  he  says. 

Western  New  England  College  has  a  special  place  in  Pellegrini's 
heart  because  the  School  of  Law  prepared  him  for  the  everyday 
challenges  of  a  legal  career — even  though  becoming  a  lawyer  was 
the  last  thing  on  his  mind  w  hen  he  enrolled  in  the  School  of  Law 


on  the  G.I.  Bill.  The  year  was  1952,  and  Kemper  Insurance  had 
just  transferred  him  from  its  Boston  office  to  Springfield.  He  was 
a  compensation  manager  for  the  company,  and  he  found  that 
his  legal  training  was  helping  him  excel  at  his  job.  Still,  he  didn't 
intend  to  be  a  lawyer  at  the  time.  Then  he  "fell  in  love  with  the 
law"  while  in  school.  "Western  New  England  College  wras  there 
for  me,"  he  says,  "and  I  want  to  be  there  for  the  College." 

Pellegrini's  famed  tenacity  is  also  reflected  in  the  law  firm  he 
founded  after  graduating:  Pellegrini,  Seeley,  Ryan.  &  Blakesley, 
which  over  the  years  developed  a  reputation  for  aggressive  and 
successful  protection  of  the  rights  of  injured  people,  advocating 
in  such  areas  as  workers'  compensation,  medical  malpractice, 
and  automobile  accidents. 

What  is  at  the  root  of  Pellegrini's  grit  and  resilience?  It  all  goes 
back  to  his  working  class  beginnings  in  Boston's  Brighton  section, 
where  his  parents  had  moved  from  Italy.  His  father  was  a  paver, 
construction  worker,  and  a  "powder  monkey,"  earning  dynamite 
to  quarrv  workers.  Little  did  Pellegrini  and  his  parents  know,  how- 
ever, that  a  hard  tackle  he  made  as  a  football  player  for  Brighton 
High  School  would  help  him  earn  a  ticket  out  of  the  neighborhood 
during  the  Great  Depression.  It  was  a  play  that  would  pave  the  way 
for  an  athletic  scholarship  at  Peekskill  (NY)  Military  Academy. 
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The  Hit  Heard  'Round  the  Field 

In  a  game  against  the  Mechanical  Arts  School  of  Boston,  Pellegrini 
made  a  hit  that  resounded  throughout  the  field— and  his  academic 
career.  "Who  made  that  tackle?"  asked  Brighton  High  Coach 
William  Murphy.  When  Murphy  learned  who  slammed  the  running 
back  to  the  turf,  he  kept  his  eye  on  Pellegrini.  Later  on,  a  teammate 
recruited  by  Peekskill  recommended  him  to  Peekskill's  coach. 

At  Peekskill,  Pellegrini  earned  an  athletic  scholarship  to 
Syracuse  and  played  as  a  third-string  center— but  not  for  long. 
He  started  in  the  fourth  game,  against  Holy  Cross,  and  then  the 
freshman  was  the  first-string  center  for  the  Orangemen  for  the 
rest  of  the  season,  earning  honorable  mention  Ail-American 
recognition  in  1942.  He  played  both  sides  of  the  ball:  the  60- 
minute  man,  the  Iron  Man,  was  opening  more  eyes. 

Nonetheless,  there  was  a  war  going  on,  so  after  his  freshman 
year,  Pellegrini  volunteered  for  the  U.S.  Army's  10th  Mountain 
Division  in  Camp  Hale,  CO,  where  he  spent  two-and-a-half  years. 
After  officer  training  school,  and  assignments  at  other  Army  divi- 
sions, he  was  scheduled  to  go  overseas  in  April  1945.  Then  the 
orders  were  canceled,  and  he  returned  to  the 
Division  a  month  later  in  the  Italian  Alps. 


bonus  that  was  sufficient  to  pay  his  bills,  although  the  rest  of  the 
money  wasn't  guaranteed.  He  would  receive  the  $4,000  only  if  he 
made  the  team.  He  reluctantly  bade  farewell  to  Syracuse  and  went 
to  the  Lions  training  camp  in  August. 

"The  trouble  was,  I  only  weighed  190  pounds,  and  after  a  few 
days  at  training  camp,  I  was  down  to  180  pounds,"  recalls  Pellegrini. 
"Not  too  big  for  a  center/linebacker.  Even  their  smallest  lineman  jer- 
sey was  way  too  big  for  me.  "  He  played  five  minutes  in  an  exhibition 
game  against  the  Boston  Yanks  (yes,  the  city  had  an  NFL  team  with 
that  name!),  and  then  Coach  Gus  Dorais  called  him  into  his  office. 

"Gerry,  I  have  some  bad  news  for  you,"  said  Dorais. 

"What's  that,  Coach?"  asked  Pellegrini,  who  thought  he 
was  being  cut  from  the  team. 

"We  have  other  centers  and  linebackers  who  are  injured, 
so  I'm  going  to  ask  you  to  play  both  ways  against  the  Green 
Bay  Packers.  You're  going  to  have  to  play  60  minutes.' 

"Coach,  I'm  used  to  that,"  said  Pellegrini  with  a  smile. 


In  August,  the  Division  was  redeployed  in  order  to  join  the  U.S. 
Marines  in  the  planned  landing  on  the  main  Japanese  island  of 
Honshu,  in  preparation  for  an  Allied  invasion,  but  Japan  surren- 
dered shortly  after  atomic  bombs  were  dropped  on  Hiroshima  and 
Nagasaki  in  August.  He  married  Cornelia  "Connie"  Murphy,  and  he 
was  discharged  from  the  service  in  April  of  1946. 

He  was  back  at  Syracuse  in  the  fall  of  1946,  but  his  days  there 
would  be  numbered  after  his  sophomore  season,  when  his  head 
coach  "Biggie"  Munn  took  the  helm  at  Michigan  State.  Shortly 
after  the  Pellegrinis  lost  an  infant  daughter,  the  new  Syracuse 
football  coach  demanded  that  he  fight  for  his  position  by  suiting 
up  for  the  "optional"  spring  practices  in  1947,  even  though  he  was 
working  his  way  through  college.  Pellegrini,  who  prided  himself 
on  taking  on  all  challenges,  had  a  dilemma.  His  wife  was  pregnant 
again  and  he  had  hospital  bills  to  pay.  He  needed  cash.  As  the  new 
coach  was  promising  to  banish  him  to  the  junior  varsity  squad, 
Pellegrini  contacted  the  NFLs  Detroit  Lions,  who  had  drafted  him 
the  previous  spring.  He  had  been  loyal  to  Syracuse — even  rebuff- 
ing Munn's  suggestion  to  join  him  at  Michigan  State  at  the  end  of 
his  sophomore  year — but  he  felt  he  had  no  choice  but  to  take  the 
Lions  up  on  their  $4,000  contract.  The  team  offered  him  a  signing 


The  Iron  Man  vs.  Big  Ed 

There  was  a  problem.  Facing  him  was  the  Packers'  nose  guard 
"Big  Ed"  Neal,  who  was  six-foot-four,  285  pounds.  "I  said  to 
myself,  'Now  I  know  why  the  others  claimed  they  were  hurt,'" 
recalls  Pellegrini.  What  followed  was  a  trench  battle  for  the  ages. 
"Every  bone  in  my  body  ached,"  says  Pellegrini.  Still,  he  had  pro- 
tected his  quarterback.  As  he  dragged  himself  off  the  field,  a 
group  of  teenagers  surrounded  him,  requesting  autographs.  "I 
told  them  that  Bill  Dudley  was  the  star  and  they  should  get  his 
autograph,"  he  says.  They  insisted,  saying  that  they  admired  his 
courage,  so  he  took  their  pen  and  signed  away. 

"The  Lions  thought  I  had  guts,"  says  Pellegrini.  "They  knew  I 
was  too  small  to  be  a  center.  So  they  tried  to  turn  me  into  a  wide 
receiver.  Well,  I  had  good  hands,  but  I  was  no  gazelle."  And,  after 
the  failed  position  transition  on  the  Detroit's  farm  team  in 
Paterson,  NJ,  he  was  no  longer  a  Lion.  Pellegrini  finished  his  foot- 
ball career  with  a  two-year  stint  on  the  Providence  Steamrollers 
pro  team  while  working  for  Kemper  Insurance. 

In  1952,  after  earning  an  associate's  degree  in  business 
management  at  Northeastern  University,  he  was  transferred

to  Kemper's  Springfield  office,  and  he  looked  into  continuing 
his  education  at  Western  New  England  College,  formerly  the 
Springfield  Division  of  Northeastern  College,  which  a  year  earlier 
obtained  its  autonomous  charter  and  reinstituted  a  School  of  Law 
(Springfield-Northeastern  had  dropped  the  program  in  1942). 

He  saw  a  new  School  of  Law  with  a  lot  of  potential,  and,  sure 
enough,  it  taught  him  well.  After  graduating  in  1957  and  passing 
the  Massachusetts  Bar  Exam  on  the  first  try.  Pellegrini  founded  a 
law  firm  that  now  has  offices  in  six  Massachusetts  cities  and  more 
than  a  dozen  lawyers,  including  his  son-in-law,  Earlon  Seeley  Jr., 
and  his  grandson,  Earlon  Seeley  III,  and  five  Western  New 
England  College  School  of  Law  graduates. 

Pellegrini,  a  former  president  of  the  Hampden  County  Bar 
Association,  was  an  adjunct  professor  at  the  School  of  Law  from 


1974  to  1989,  and  retired  from  his  law  practice  in  1996  at  the  age 
of  72  to  care  for  his  wife,  Connie,  who  died  after  a  long  illness  in 
2003.  In  1999  the  Massachusetts  Academy  of  Trial  Attorneys  pre- 
sented him  with  a  lifetime  achievement  award. 

Pellegrini,  who  has  two  daughters,  seven  grandchildren,  and 
four  great-grandchildren,  now  saves  his  competitiveness  for  the 
golf  course,  playing  near  his  homes  in  Groton  Long  Point,  CT,  and 
Marco  Island,  FL.  In  fact,  Pellegrini  has  shot  his  age  five  times — 
one  of  the  most  difficult  achievements  in  sports.  He  recorded  an 
incredible  75  on  his  80th  birthday  at  Springfield  Country  Club, 
and  he  shot  his  age  last  May.  recording  an  84  at  the  challenging 
Eagle  Creek  Golf  Club  in  Naples,  FL. 

"I  don't  hit  the  ball  like  I  used  to."  he  laments.  But  he  still  packs 
a  wallop.  He  always  did — from  the  football  field  to  the  courtroom.

Building  on  the  strengths  of  our  outstanding 
engineering  and  business  curricula,  the 
MSEM/MBA  can  be  completed  in  just  three  years 
of  study.  Graduates  of  the  program  will  receive 
two  separate  degrees,  one  in  engineering  and 
one  in  business.  By  pursuing  the  combined 
degree  students  will  take  advantage  of  1 8  cred- 
its that  will  apply  towards  both  programs. 

"The  MBA  curriculum  enables  the  engineer  to 
develop  leadership  and  decision-making  skills  as 
well  as  teaches  the  managerial  skills  needed  to 
allow  an  engineer  to  be  an  effective  manager. 

"The  MBA  course  delivery  model  provides  what 
we  believe  to  be  the  ultimate  in  flexibility  by 
blending  online  study  and  optional  classroom 
instruction.  Each  course  consists  of  1 1  classes. 
All  1 1  classes  are  offered  online,  while  six  are 
offered  both  on  campus  and  online.  In  both 
environments  the  MBA  gives  the  engineers 
interaction  with  the  Business  School  faculty 


and  other  MBA  students,  which  broadens  the 
problem  solving  skills  of  the  engineers,"  says 
Marilyn  Pelosi,  associate  dean  of  the  School 
of  Business. 

According  to  Dr.  Thomas  Keyser,  professor 
and  chair  of  the  Department  of  Industrial 
Engineering,  who  oversees  the  MSEM  program, 
"The  Engineering  Management  faculty  provides 
a  set  of  engineering  tools,  analysis  and  soft- 
ware based  solutions,  so  engineers  can  evalu- 
ate engineering  related  projects,  personnel,  and 
financial  decisions.

"Since  my  book  came  out  I  can't  believe 
the  number  of  people  who  called  me  and 
said  'I'm  82  or  I'm  85  and  I  have  never  had 
any  other  soft  drinks  beside  Pepsi  Cola 
because  they  hired  these  men,'"  said  Ms. 


Capparell  of  her  book  which  chronicles 
the  history  of  Pepsi  Cola  Co.  and  its  prac- 
tices of  hiring  and  marketing  the  product 
to  the  African  American  community  in 
the  1940s. 

Professor  Michael  Barr  of  the 
University  of  Michigan  Law  School  had 
the  honor  of  being  the  first  Law  and 
Business  Center  Speaker  Series  participant 
to  orate  in  the  newly  opened  S.  Prestley 
Blake  Law  Building  lobby  on  April  8,  2008. 
Professor  Barr  shared  his  research  from 
his  Detroit  Area  Household  Financial 
Services  Study  of  low-  and  moderate- 
income  households. 

"Often  times,  people  generally  tend 
to  think  of  low-  and  moderate-income 
people  as  not  needing  financial  services," 
explained  Professor  Barr.  "Why  would  you 
study  financial  services  for  the  poor?  They 
don't  need  financial  services.  The  basic 
lesson  that  I  want  to  emphasize  is  low- 
and  moderate-income  people  need  finan- 
cial services  and  they  use  financial  servic- 
es today.  Figuring  out  what  those  services 
are,  whether  they  serve  low-  and  moder- 
ate-income households  well  or  not,  and 
the  way  in  which  our  policy  environment 
regulatory  system  affects  that,  to  me,  is  an 
important  policy  question."

Making  a  Difference  in  Your  Own  Backyard

Erica  Dodge  08  grew  up  in  the  rural  pic- 
turesque northern  Vermont  town  of 
Hyde  Park.  It's  home,  where  neighbors 
are  family  and  where  she  enjoys  hiking,  fishing 
camping  and  making  maple  syrup  at 
Mansion  House  Maple,  a  sugaring  business 
owned  by  her  uncle  and  aunt.  "Hyde  Park  is  a 
very  small  and  tight-knit  community  of  fewer 
than  5,000  people.  Everyone  knows  everyone 
there,  which  is  nice,"  says  Erica  That  love  of 
community,  and  wanting  to  give  back  to  it,  has 
formed  die  foundation  for  her  chosen  career 
and  Western  Xew  England  College  is  prepar- 
ing her  to  get  there. 

She  was  a  Political  Science  major  with 
a  minor  in  Public  Administration  and 
graduated  in  May.  She  recalls  first  becom- 
ing interested  in  political  science  after 
attending  a  conference  in  high  school 
where  she  participated  in  writing  legisla- 
tion to  prevent  drinking  and  driving.  "But 
political  science  was  such  a  huge  field  and 
I  needed  to  narrow  down  what  my  focus 
would  be."  she  says.  That  focus  came  from 
one  of  her  favorite  professors  in  Western 
Xew  England  College's  Department  of 
History  and  Political  Science,  Peter 
Fairman.  "I  learned  from  him  that  one  of 
the  best  ways  to  make  change  happen  is 
in  local  government,"  says  Erica. 

"My  education  at  Western  Xew 
England  College  has  essentially  opened 


my  life  up  to  what  I'm  really  passionate 
about  and  that  is  playing  a  vital  role  in  my 
local  area  back  home.  As  a  state,  Vermont 
has  fiscal  challenges.  Our  state  isn't  home 
to  large  corporations.  We  have  small  busi- 
ness owners  and  towns  struggling  to  cre- 
ate that  balance  of  needing  to  develop 
economically,  but  still  wanting  to  keep  the 
small  town  atmosphere,"  says  Erica.  Her 
wish  is  to  work  in  local  government  help- 
ing people  and  serving  her  community. 

Erica  says  her  experience  at  Western 
Xew  England  College  has  been  life  chang- 
ing. "This  college  is  unique  because  of  the 
way  each  student  receives  individual 
attention.  It  has  opened  a  lot  of  doors  for 
me  and  given  me  the  chance  to  become 
involved  in  things  I'm  passionate  about. 
The  CareerCenter  helped  me  formulate 
a  couple  of  unusual  internships  that  have 
led  me  to  my  career  path." 

This  past  spring,  Erica  completed  an 
internship  with  the  Springfield  Office  of 
Emergency  Preparedness,  researching  and 
writing  an  operations  plan  for  a  mass 
casualty  incident.  Last  summer  she  com- 
pleted an  internship  with  the  Vermont 
Department  of  Public  Safety,  Division  of 
Emergency  Management.  "Emergency  man- 
agement is  a  wonderful  field  to  get  into  if 
you  want  to  help  people  and  make  a  differ- 
ence when  the  situation  is  at  its  worst,"  she 


says.  "Both  of  my  internship  experiences 
taught  me  so  much.  I  now  have  a  full-time 
job  with  Vermont  Emergency  Management 
and  I  could  not  be  more  pleased  with  how 
it  turned  out." 

She  became  involved  in  the  campus 
community  service  organization  CARE 
and  volunteered  at  the  Springfield  Rescue 
Mission  and  Loaves  and  Fishes  Soup 
Kitchen.  "For  me,  it  feels  good  to  get  out 
into  the  community  that  you  live  in  and 
experience  it  first  hand.  There  are  a  lot 
of  good  people  doing  great  things  and  I 
got  to  know  some  of  them  through  those 
experiences,"  she  says. 

A  peer  advisor  since  2005,  Erica  was  a

New  Major  Provides  a  Fascinating  Interdisciplinary  Perspective 

Law  and  Society  Lays  Solid 
Foundation  for  Students

Offered  for  the  first  time  in 
the  fall  of  2007,  the  Law  and 
Society  major  is  the  latest 
addition  to  the  School  of  Arts 
and  Sciences  catalogue  and  provides  an 
excellent  preparation  for  careers  in  edu- 
cation, government,  business,  interna- 
tional affairs,  and  law. 

Similar  to  programs  at  Amherst  College 
and  Stanford  University,  Law  and  Society 
is  a  hybrid  course  of  study,  combining  ele- 
ments of  political  science,  history,  crimi- 
nal justice,  sociology,  and  philosophy  to 
give  students  a  comprehensive  overview  of 
the  law  in  past  and  current  civilizations. 

"The  study  of  law  itself  is  something 
that  everyone  is  interested  in  and  shouldn't 
be  restricted  to  law  school,  where  someone 
becomes  a  practitioner  that's  licensed  to 
appear  in  court,"  said  Professor  Larry  Field, 


chair  of  the  Department  of  Criminal  Justice 
and  Sociology.  "Legal  matters  are  inherent 
in  all  Western  Civilization  and  crucial  for 
what  is  referred  to  as  the  global  market- 
place that  is  developing  all  around  us." 

Students  majoring  in  the  subject  sur- 
vey the  development  and  the  cultural 
impact  of  the  law  from  the  Golden  Age  of 
Greece  up  to  modern  times.  Coursework 
will  cover  major  world  civilizations  and 
help  students  master  the  study  of  law,  a 
skill  critical  for  success  in  the  world  com- 
munity of  the  21st  century. 

"We  are  facing  enormous  changes  in 
international  law,"  explained  Professor 
Field.  "Some  understanding  of  the  func- 
tion of  law  is  crucial  to  anybody  who  is 
going  to  step  out  in  the  global  economy.

business  with  China.  Understanding  the 
culture  is  essential  but  a  basic  grasp  of  law 
is  crucial.  The  growth  of  international  law 
is  the  foundation  of  global  trade." 

Law  and  Society  is  the  brainchild  of 
President  Anthony  S.  Caprio  who  wanted  to 
give  students  a  liberal  arts  education  in  the 
history  and  development  of  the  law  without 
the  pressures  associated  with  enrollment  in 
law  school. 

"President  Caprio  was 
of  the  opinion  that  we  have 
quite  a  few  attorneys  on  the 
School  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
faculty  and  we  should  take 
advantage  of  that  resource," 
acknowledged  Professor 
Field.  He,  along  with 
Associate  Professors  William 
Mandel  and  John  Claffey,  all  hold  juris 
doctorate  degrees.  However,  the  program 
is  not  designed  solely  for  students  who 
wish  to  attend  law  school.  In  fact,  the 
major  is  ideal  for  all  liberal 
arts  students  who  have  an 
interest  in  the  origins,  frame- 
works, and  theoretical  foun- 
dations of  the  law. 

Fifteen  students  enrolled  in 
the  Introduction  to  Law  and 
Society  class  in  the  fall  semes- 
ter with  17  more  taking  the 
course  in  the  spring  and  sever- 
al dozen  applications  already  received  for 
the  major  for  the  incoming  class  of  2012. 
Many  of  these  students  are  enrolled  as 
exploratory  students  in  the  School  of  Arts 
and  Sciences  as  Professor  Field  has  made  a 
concerted  effort  to  court  current  unde- 
clared and  incoming  students  to  the  new 
major.  Information  has  been  made  available 
to  the  SOAR  program,  academic  advisors, 
the  Pre-Law  Society,  and  a  Law  and  Society 
Honors  program  is  in  development.

THEULEN  HANDS  OVER 
REINS  OF  MEN'S  BASKETBALL 


Western  New  England  College 
Director  of  Athletics  Mike 
Theulen  has  a  passion  for 
basketball  second  to  none. 
He  also  is  the  person  most  responsible  for 
the  continuing  growth  and  success  of  the 
Golden  Bears'  Athletics  Department. 

With  new  initiatives  looming  on  the  hori- 
zon. Theulen  decided  it  was  time  to  plan  for 
the  future.  On  March  4.  2008.  Theulen  offi- 
cially retired  as  the  school's  men's  basketball 
coach  after  posting  a  70-42  record  (62.5  win- 
ning percentage)  in  four  seasons,  including  a 
16-11  mark  this  past  winter. 

It  wasn't  an  easy  decision  for  the  former 
Keene  State  standout  who  has  been  actively 
involved  in  the  sport  for  much  of  his  life.  He 
played  four  seasons  for  his  father.  Glenn, 
who  was  his  college  coach  in  the  late  1970s. 

"The  activity  that  surrounds  this  athlet- 
ics program  has  increased  so  much  the  last 
two  years,  it  has  been  difficult  for  me  to  do 
either  job  (coaching  and  administration)  at 
a  level  that  I'm  comfortable  with  and  that 
this  College  and  its  student-athletes 
deserve,"  said  Theulen. 

"Our  athletics  program  is  beginning  a 


strategic  planning  exercise  to  assess  where 
we  have  come  from,  where  we  are  at,  and 
where  we  want  and  need  to  go,"  he  stated. 
"This  year  continues  to  be  very  busy  and 
successful.  Our  new  conference,  The 
Commonwealth  Coast  Conference,  is  very 
competitive  and  very  progressive. 

"Our  commitment  to  our  student-ath- 
letes remains  at  the  core  of  our  mission.  We 
will  be  studying  our  facility,  personnel,  and 
funding  needs,  and  other  important  factors 
as  we  continue  our  ascent,"  Theulen  noted. 

Under  Theulen's  watchful  eye.  Western 
New  England  College  tied  for  third  place 
in  its  first  season  in  The  Commonwealth 
Coast  Conference  (TCCC)  and  advanced 
to  the  semifinals  of  the  conference  tourna- 
ment this  past  season.  He  also  won  his 
200th  all-time  game  victory  over  Regis.  One 
of  his  top  moments  came  in  the  2006-07 
season  when  the  Golden  Bears  posted  a 
22-8  record,  which  was  the  second  highest 
win  total  in  team  history.  His  squad  also 
captured  the  Eastern  College  Athletic 
Conference  (ECAC)  Division  III  New 
England  Tournament  title  for  the  program's 
first-ever  postseason  championship. 


Theulen  wasted  no  time  promoting 
Chris  Agoglia  from  assistant  to  head  coach. 

The  Brockton.  MA.  native  graduated 
from  Springfield  College  with  a  bachelor's 
degree  in  Sport  Management  in  1998  and 
master's  degree  in  Athletic  Administration 
in  2000.  He  was  a  four-year  member  of  the 
Pride  men's  basketball  team,  playing  three 
seasons  for  Theulen  who  was  the  head 
coach  at  the  school  from  1990-98. 

Agoglia,  a  guard,  scored  620  points 
in  88  games  (7.0  avg.)  and  was  one  of 
Springfield's  best  three-point  shooters.  He 
ranks  sixth  on  the  school's  all-time  list  in 
that  category  (120).  His  senior  year 
Agoglia  averaged  8.5  points  on  the  1997-98

"I'm  excited  about  the  opportunity  of 
becoming  a  head  coach  and  look  forward  to 
w  orking  with  our  returning  players."  said 
Agoglia  who  joined  the  Golden  Bears'  staff 
when  Theulen  returned  to  the  coaching 
ranks  in  2004. 

"Chris  Agoglia  has  all  the  attributes  to 
be  a  successful  basketball  coach  at  the  col- 
lege level.

Former  Olympian 
Anibal  Nieues  Named 
New  Wrestling  Coach 

There  was  another  coaching  move  this  past  season 
when  Anibal  Nieves  took  over  as  the  new  wrestling 
coach  at  Western  New  England  College. 
The  Aquadilla,  Puerto  Rico,  native  previously  served  as  the 
wrestling  coach  at  American  International  College  and  assis- 
tant wrestling  coach  at  Springfield  Technical  Community 
College.  He  remains  as  the  head  coach  and  director  of  the 
New  England  All-Stars  Wrestling  Club. 

Nieves  placed  10th  in  the  freestyle  division  at  the  1992 
Olympic  Games  in  Barcelona  and  12th  at  the  1996  Olympic 
Games  in  Atlanta.  He  also  was  a  six-time  Pan  American  Games 
medal  winner  (four  silver,  two  bronze). 

Nieves  received  All-America  recognition  after  placing 
sixth  in  the  134-lb.  weight  class  at  the  NCAA  Division  II 
Championship  while  competing  for  East 
Stroudsburg  University  (PA). 

He  was  the  Puerto  Rico  Wrestler-of-the- 
Year  from  1991-93  and  an  eight-time  Puerto 
Rico  Wrestling  National  Champion  (136  V2). 

While  at  AIC,  Nieves  was  selected  the  1998 
NCAA  Division  I  East  Regional  Coach-of-the- 
Year  after  the  Yellow  Jackets  finished  fourth 
in  the  team  standings  after  qualifying  five 
wrestlers  for  the  national  championship. 

Ironically,  Nieves'  first  win  as  Golden  Bears' 
coach  was  a  20-18  decision  over  AIC. 

Western  New  England  College  showed  consid 
erable  improvement,  finishing  with  a  5-9  record. 
Sophomore  Scott  Rowen  (Lancaster,  PA)  placed 
third  at  133  at  the  New  England  Wrestling 
Association  (NEWA)  Championship  and  was  named 
to  the  National  Wrestling  Coaches  Association 
(NWCA)  Division  III  Scholar  All- American  Team.

AS  YOU  VISIT  CAMPUS,  we 
encourage  you  to  stop  and  enjoy 
the  rich  variety  of  art  that  is 
being  displayed.  You'll  discover  a  treasure 
trove  of  artistic  works  surrounding  and 
inspiring  the  process  of  learning.  As  care  of 
the  College's  permanent  art  collection  falls 
under  the  purview  of  the  College  Archives, 
we  have  been  working  with  President 
Anthony  S.  Caprio  and  Priscilla  Perkins, 
director  of  D'Amour  Library,  to  exhibit 
parts  of  the  collection  throughout  the 
College.  While  these  pieces  create  an 
ambiance  conducive  for  study  and  reflec- 
tion, our  intent  is  also  to  provide  an  attrac- 
tive atmosphere  for  the  College  communi- 
ty and  for  visitors.  In  keeping  with  our  edu- 
cational mission,  we  try  to  include  a  vari- 
ety of  media,  and  we  have  labeled  the 
works  with  information  about  the  artist, 
the  medium,  and  the  title. 

D'Amour  Library,  of  course,  permanently 
displays  Robert  Sweeney's  murals  of 
Springfield  that  were  commissioned  by  the 
College  for  the  Library  and  unveiled  when 
the  Library  opened  in  1983.  As  visitors  enter 
the  Library,  they  face  two  4x9  murals.  The 
one  on  the  left  is  especially  interesting 


because  it  shows  the  area  of  Springfield's 
South  End  that  is  currently  being  demol- 
ished; the  one  on  the  right  features  Court 
Square  as  it  looked  25  years  ago.  On  the 
second  floor,  a  4x6  mural  depicts  the 
Connecticut  River  looking  toward  the 
center  of  Springfield.  (See  picture  below.) 

The  library  also  exhibits  art  in  various 
other  locations  throughout  the  building:  the 
Clarke  Reading  Room  exhibits  six  visual 
images  from  Donald  Munson  and  a  rotating 
collection  of  art  and  sculpture  created  by 
students;  the  juvenile  collection  area  on  the 
second  floor  features  a  large  acrylic  on  linen 
by  Patricia  Jenks,  art  instructor  at  the 
College.  Other  walls  throughout  the  library 
display  oils  of  Beaumont  Herman,  former 
president  of  the  College  (first  floor),  and 
Clarence  Chatto,  former  trustee  who  was 
the  first  English  professor  at  the  College 
and  who  was  a  major  donor  to  the  original 
D'Amour  library  campaign  (second  floor) 
(see  picture  right).  Also  on  the  first  floor  are 
a  woodblock  by  Rudolph  Koch,  a  watercolor 
by  Sun  Russell,  a  woodblock  by  Irving  Amen, 
three  lithographs  by  Alfred  Manessier  and  a 
seriograph  by  E.  Landon.  A  watercolor  of 
Spring  Street  in  Springfield  by  Jeff  Kern  is

featured  on  the  second  floor;  a  large  oil  on 
canvas  by  Marge  Paar  and  a  large  still  life  by 
Laszlo  Habady  hang  on  the  third  floor. 

Paintings  and  photographs  have  also 
been  mounted  in  Churchill  Hall,  Sleith  Hall, 
the  Bear's  Den  in  the  DJ.  St.  Germain  Campus 
Center,  the  president's  office  and  on  walls 
of  the  second  floor  of  Deliso  Hall,  in  the 
Writing  Center,  and  throughout  the  Kevin  S. 
Delbridge  Welcome  Center  (see  below). 
Many  of  these  canvases  are  part  of  the  on- 
going collection  of  art  that  has  been  donated 
to  the  College,  often  by  artists  who  have 
shown  in  the  Art  Gallery.  Former  student 
Darlene  Orlov  recently  donated  several 
pieces  of  art  from  her  New  York  gallery.
